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at a reaction tem^rature in the range of 0° to 200^C. 

26. A process for prdte^ucing a hydrogenated ester according to cl aim 1 9 , wherein the unsaturated group-containing 
ester as a raw material is^EHIuted with an inert solvent and the resultant diluted liquid is used as the raw material- 
containing liquid to be hydrogeqated. 

27. A process for producing a hydr^agenated ester according to claim 20, wherein the unsaturated group-containing 
ester as a raw material is diluted with\i inert solvent and the resultant diluted liquid is used as the raw material- 
containing liquid to be hydrogenated. 

28. A process for producing a hydrogenated e^r according to claim 23, wherein the inert solvent is a hydrogenated 
ester corresponding to the unsaturated group-coirs^isting ester as a raw material. 

29. A process for producing a hydrogenated ester acceding to claim 24, wherein the inert solvent is a hydrogenated 
ester corresponding to the unsaturated group-containing\ster as a raw material.--
